What Commercial Feitilizer do you think best 
suited for top dressing wet and dry mowing, and 
pasture lands I have tried some of the leading 
brands, and find none that pay. I have also tried 
them in seeding down, with poor results. I | 
them for corn, potatoes, grain, vegetables, &c., &c., 
and I increase their use every year, and think it 
pays. If we can have a fertilizer that will pay on 
corn, vegetables, &c., why not on grass, in seeding 
down at least? I have seen a few testimonials in 
favor of fertilizers for grass, but have not meta 
practical farmer as yet who says they pay. Wher 
we find a fertilizer at a paying price, the question 
about worn out pastures will be partly solved 
This may not sound well to some of your adver 
tising patrons, but it is what we farmers want to 
talk about.

Rremarks.—We doubt if any kind of commercial 


fertilizer, or even stable manure, can be continu- 
ously used, with profit, for top dressing a dry mow- 
ing field year after year, without ploughing and re- 
seeding. Neither do we that the 
most profitable crop to grow upon such dry land. 
No land should, as a rule, be kept in grass continu-

Surface manuring tends to keep the grass roots 
near the surface, where they would be easily af- 
fected by excessive dry w eather, and in the case of 
stable manures, allows of more or less waste of am- 
monia from evaporation in hot summer weather. 
We have obtained great benefit from the use ot 
stable manure used as top dressing on moist grass 
lands, but much more from the same quantity of 
manures worked into the soil of newly seeded field. 
We have also found profit in top dressing certain 
lands that were difficult to plough, by the use of 
chemical manures in which the ingredients, espec- 
ially the ammonia compounds, were supplied by 
salts that would not waste by exposure to the at- 
mosphere. In our locality hay is usually worth 
about #20 per ton in the barn, and it has been well 
worth that to us for feeding to dairy cows, so that 
if we could, by the use of chemical fertilizers, pro- 
duce the hay at that price, or less, we have found it 
profitable to do so. Now, an application of $10 
worth of fertilizer, prepared specially for grass top 
dressing, whether prepared by the Bradley, Bow- 
ker, Darling, or other reliable firms, has always 
given us profitable returns, when properly applied, 
because it has given us our hay at lower figures 
than it would have cost to buy it in market. It is 
a simple problem in arithmetic, and one that each 
must solve for himself. If it would require $10 
worth of fertilizer to make a ton of hay, where the 
price is only $8 per ton for the hay when grown, it 
will not require a very learned scholar to discover 
that there could be no profit from its use. If, on 
the other hand, the natural fertility of the land is 
so great that only $3 or $5 worth would be requir- 
ed, then there would be a chance for profit, even 
with low prices for hay. The grass fertilizers 
made from chemicals have not been afforded as 
cheaply to our farmers as have those fertilizers 
which have been made from refuse or waste ma- 
terial, like fish pomace or slaughter house dust, 
and probably they cannot be furnished as cheaply 
in the future as can these, so it will doubtless con- 
tinue more profitable to cultivate good plough land 
than to top dress it.
